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Status of Claims 

1 . No claim amendments are made in view of applicant's response filed 28 
November 2007. Therefore, claims 4-6 are currently under examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Shimizu et al. JP 2001 -0591 33(Shimizu), and further in view of Delaunay et al. US 
6,761,779 B2 (Delaunay). 

The teachings of Shimizu in view of Delaunay are discussed in paragraph 8 of 
the previous Non-Final Office Action mailed 6 September 2007. The rejection ground is 
maintained for the same reasons as set forth in the previous Non-Final Office Action. 
Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 29 November 2007 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

In the remarks, applicant's argues that Delaunay is interested in limiting the 
oxidization to decrease the length of the complementary heating zone in a reducing 
atmosphere used downstream of the preheating zone. Delaunay is not teach controlling 
of the length of a steel band between the exit of the heating zone and the entrance of 
the galvanization furnace. 
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The examiner agrees tliat Delaunay teaches limiting the oxidization to decrease 
the length of the downstream complementary heating zone for cost reduction. 
However, Delaunay also teaches that the length of the preheating zone(i.e. oxidization 
treatment) can be varied to achieve optimum level of oxidization(col. 3 lines 3-11). One 
of ordinary skill in the art can derive, from the teachings of Delaunay, that the length of 
the preheating zone directly affects the level of oxidization. Therefore, the length of the 
preheating zone is a result effective variable. Base on this teaching, one of ordinary 
skill in the art would have found it obvious to routinely optimize the length of the 
oxidation treatment zone in the continuous galvanizing process of Shimizu in order to 
achieve the desired amount of oxidization on the steel sheet surface before entering a 
reduction annealing surface. 

Applicant further argues that the Delaunay is not concerned with regulate 
oxidation for high resistance steel having hardeners such as Si, Mn, Cr, Mo. etc. The 
manipulation of burners in combustion gas is very different from exposure in air 
according to the instant invention. 

The examiner does not find applicant's argument persuasive because even 
though Delaunay's preheating zone achieves oxidization differently from the claimed 
invention, one of ordinary skill in the art would have still realized, from the teachings of 
Delaunay, that the length of the preheating zone(i.e. oxidization zone) is a result 
effective variable and can be manipulated to control the level of oxidation.
